of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  -re  given  in  tho 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report  which  is  presented  herewi 

Tho  official  statistics  furnished  b^  the  Ro yis.tr a r- 
Gonoro.l  are  used  throughout  the  report ; in  all  cases  where 
numbers  . ro  stated,  tho  comp  rutivo  figures  for  1946  will  be 
inserted  in  brackets. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  civilian  populab  ion  at  mid  year  1947  w-.s 
23,130  (22-, 390)  - this  represents  r further  considerable 
increase  . 

BIRTHS. 

423  (394)  live  births  and  12  (9)  still  births  were 
registered  during  the  year;  tho  birth  rate  was  18,7  (17,6) 
compered  with  20.5  (19.1)  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  (1)  maternal  do- ths , 

INFANT  LORiALITY. 

10  (9)  deaths  of  infants  und^r  one  year  of  ago  wore 
reported  giving  a rate  of  23.6  (22.8)  per  thousand  live  birt 
tho  corresponding  figure  for.  England  and  Wales  was41  (43). 

DEATHS . 


There  were  212  (239)  deaths  from  all  causes  at  all  ages 
tho  death  rate  was  9.1  (10.6)  per  thousand  per  annum  against 
12.0  (11,5)  for  England  and  Wales, 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Apart  from  tuberculosis  481  (578)  notifications  wore 
received  - the  vast  majority  wore  in  respect  of  minor 


illnesses  sucli.  es  I.iOGsles  5 Whoop'ing  Cough  end  Chicken-pox  $ 

1 (29)  ceso  of  Dysentery,  19  (22)  ce.soa  of  Sperlot  Pevor, 

2 (5)  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  end  3 (5)  cnsos'of  Di'htheria  no  re 
notified  during  the  yoer  - 2 of  the  notified  cr.s^s  of 
Diphtheria  had  been  immunised. 

During  the  yoer  26  (2  0)  children  wore  immunised  by 
Goner  l Practitioners  end  406  (337)  at  the  Wolf.ro  Centro  - 
a total  of  432  (357)  . 

In  addition  1282  children  who  had  already  been  treated 
received  a supplementary  dose,  most  of  them  by  one  of  the 
Medic  a,  1 Officers  of  the  Education  Authority. 

9 (8)  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pneumonia  and  one  to 
Whooping  Cough  but  none  to  Diphtheria,.  Corobro-spin.  1 Fever 
or  Sc  riot  Fever. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

19,  (23)  no"  cases  of  Tuberculosis  wo  re  notified  and 
there  ere  2 (6)  'transfers'  from  other  Districts;  12  (11) 
deaths  occurred. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  (Consumption)  accounted  for  15 
of  the  19  notifications  and  10  of  the  12  doaths , 

The  total  number  of  'live'  c.sos  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  122  (137)  - of  these  88  (101)  wero 
pulmonary  and  34  (36)  non-pulmon  ry. 

CHILD  WELFARE. 

3670  (2484)  domiciliary  visits  v/ore  paid  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  196  ( 195)  Child  Welfare  Sessions  were  hold  "at 
the  Centre  at  which  the  total  number  of  attendances  w: s 7524 
(7029)  by  1196  ( 118'3)  individuals  of  whom  446  (454)  were  'new' 
children;  in  t ddition  522  (790)  special  interviews  wore 
granted  to  parents  at  the  office  and  383  (456) simple  dressings 
wo re  applied. 

Apart  from  the  196  Child  Welfare  Sessions  31  Special 
Immunise t ion  Sessions  were  held  at  which  996  Ant i- Diphtheria 
injections  were  administered  to  526  children,  nd  45  ultr  - 
violet  Sessions  at  which  858  exposures  we.ro  given  to  40  children. 

INFnNT  LIFE  PROTECTION.  (Children  and  Young  Persons  Act, 

1932"  -~'lhrt  5'. 

There  were  5 children  under  nine  yc-.rs  of  age  boarded  out 
with  foster-mothers  during  the  twelve  months;  all  those  children 
v/ore  on  the  register  at  tho  end  of  the  year. 
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Adoption  of  Children.  During  tim-  ye or  thr o - persons 
gave  notice  to  this  Authority.,  of  their  intention  to  pl.ee 
b.bios  in  the  care  of  Adopters  with  a view  to  leg-1  adoption. 
All  throe  bebios  were  legally  adopted  by  the  end  of  the  ye.r. 

PMIi-TURS  BIRTHS. 

Twenty-nine  Premature  Births  wore  notified  during  the 
yocr.  Sixteen  of  these  babies  w-re  born  it  home  and 
thirteen  in  Hospital  or  Burs ing  Homes.  Throe  died  during 
the  first  24  hours  and  one  und„r  one  month.  The  remaining 
twenty-five  mad-  very  good  it  ogress  und_r  the  supervision 
of  this  department. 

ANTE-N--T.  -L  i-.KD  POST-NATAL  CLINICS, 

113  (121)  s os  aims  were  held  at  the  C^ntr.-  at  which  a 
total  of  1210  (1371)  attendances  Wove  registered;  of  these 
217  (308)  were  ante-natal  first  visits  and  149  (115)  Post- 
il tc.l  first  visits.  12  of  the  343  Expectant  Bothers  on  the 
register  were  non-residents  of  Gos  forth. 

DENTAL  CLINIC. 

This  clinic  has  now  been  established  16  years.  During 
the  ye-r  27  (28)  sessions  '’ere  held  and  65  (56)  children  had 
general  anaesthetics  administered  for  multiple  extractions 
and  minor  operative  treatment.  The  tot  1 attendances  ”\  s 
197  (196)  and  this  included  a number  of  -nto-n.  tal  p.tienfs 
who  received  treatment  for  the  relief  of  pain  or  goner; 1 
or  a 1 sepsis. 

PEDICULOSIS . 

As  in  previous  years  there  w, s close  co-operation  with 
tho  School  Nurse  - houses  where  th-  children  varj  known  to 
bo  affect -d  were  visited,  cont  .cts  examined  nd  appropriate 
treatment  recommended. 

ringv/orl:  clinic. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  wore  3 children  under 
5 years  of  ago  attending  the  Ringworm  Clinic.  They  wore 
eventually  referred  to  the  Skin  Department,  Royal  Victoria 
Infirmary  for  special  treatment  as  they  had  filed  to  respond 
to  - long  course  of  local  treatment.  Contacts  -nd  suspect 
cl  sos  continued  to  be  examined  under  the  Litre.  Violet  Ray 
Lamp  but  no  new  cases  were  reported. 


SCABIES. 


No  reliable  information  is  available  as  to  the  number 
of  c sos  in  the  District  but  it  is  believed  that  the  measures 
taken  in  previous  cases  have  resulted  in  a much  decreased 
prevalence . 
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H Oi.IS  HELP . 

One  full-timo  Horae  Help  was  employed,  by  this  Authority 
end  during  tho  year  she  attended  19  boohed  c: sos . Amount 
collected  as  p-.r  assessments  was  £52.  1.  10. 

GENERAL . 

a review  of  tho  vital  statistics  for  the  year  shows  that 
the  st..to  of  the  District's  health  w^.s  very  good  in  1947  - in 
spite  of  the  increase  in  population  th^re  wore  fewer  deaths  and 
the  v.  st  majority  were  those  of  elderly  people, 

Th-  number  of  births  is  tho  highest  ev^r  recorded,  tnd  is 
double  tho  number  of  deaths,  and  this  meant  a substantial 
increase  in  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wolf  re  Dcp  rtrnent . 

Fortunately  there  wore  no  maternal  deaths  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate,  was.  again  little  more  than  half  the  National  Rato.. 

Although  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases  showed  aa 
increase  nearly  all  of  them  wore  in  respect  of  minor  illnesses  - 
measles  and  chickonpox;  only  three  cases  of  diphtheria  wore 
reported  tho  lowest  on  record  - none  of  them  serious. 

7/e  are  now  reaping  the  benefit  of  the  vigorous  Immunisation 
Campaigns  of  previous  yec rs  as  nearly  all  the  susceptible 
children  have  been  immunised  and  . very  large  number  have  had  c. 
supplement ry  or  'boosting'  dose  just  before  reaching  school 
age  or  1.  tor  , 

Tuberculosis  continues  to  be  a serious  cause  of  invalidity 
and  still  takes  a.  heavy  toll  of  young  lives  although  the  death 
rate  Is  well  below  that  of  tho  country  generally  and  of  Tyneside 
in  particulc r. 

Many  of  tho  known  cases  live  in  unsuitable  houses  but  tho 
improvement  in  living  conditions  nd  the  replacement  of  all 
condemned  and  unhealthy  property  by  modern  dwellings  will 
undoubtedly  lead  to  if  at  ill" further  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  tho  disease. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  steadily  increases 
but  the  staff  cope  with  it  diligently  and  willingly,  encouraged 
by  the  personal  interest  taken  by  tho  Councillors  in  all  that 
appertains  to  the  health  and  woll  being  of  the  inhabitants 
of  tho  district.

Every  effort  has  again  boon  made  to  keep  the  public  “salvage 
conscious",  and  the  Gos forth  residents  are  responding  well  to  our 
appeals,  for  more  and  more  salvage. 

f|» 

Ahc  communal  or  street  bin  is  still  the  principal  means 
adopted  for  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste.  This  method  is  far 
from  desirable,  and  I think  the  only  solution  to  the  problem  is 
the  individual  household  container.  The  cost  of  such  a scheme 
is,  however,  fairly  high,  and  one  has  to  seriously  consider 
whether  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste  will  remain  a permanent 
necessity. 

The  income  from  salvage  during  the  financial  year  ending 
March  31st,  1948  amounted  to  £1285.  8.  2d.  a decided  increase  on 
the  previous  two  years .

HOUSING. 

i 

Despite  the  continued  shortage  of  labour,  £iid  materials,  a 
good  deal  of  repair  work  to  properties  has  been  carried  out 
following  the  service  of  informal  notices  upon  the  persons  conorned. 

"In  sixteen  cases,  statutory  action  was  taken,  under  Section  93 
Public  Health  Act' , 1936,-  two  of  the  notices  being  outstanding  at 
the  end  -of  the  year.  In  two  cases,  statutory  action  w: s taken 
under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  both  notices  being 
complied  with. 

Many  of  the  older  properties  in  the  district  are  rapidly 
deteriorating,  but  /any  progress  in  their  improvement  is  retarded  by 
the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials.  The  demand  for  rehousing 
continues  to  increase  steadily  and  until  this  demand  ias  boon- 
satisfied,  thor^  can  be  little  hope  of  any  work  in  connection  wit1 
slum  cleranco  schemes  being  carried  out. 

I an  informed  by  Mrs.  '"at son,  acting  Housing  Officer,  that 
during  the  year,  housing  accommodation  has  been  found  for  454 
families.  %o  number  of  housing  applications  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  1400. 

All  investigations  concerning  housing  applications  are 
carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Officers,  and  over  300  visits  were 
made  in 'this  connection  during  the  year. 


Infestation  Order,  1943. 

Rats  and  Mice  destruction  Act,  1919. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  entered  into  .a  Private  Dwelling, 
Special  Schomo,  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  rood,  whereby  the 
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Ministry  of  Pood  contributed  60$  end  the  Council  40 $ of  the  cost 
involved  in  the  treatment  of  private  dwellings  against  rat  and 
nice  infestation. 

The  services  of  the  Council's  Rodent  operators  arc  still 
available  to  occupiers  of  business  promises  at  an  inclusive 
charge  of  3/-  per  hour. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  yoar  in  connect  fin 
with  rodent  infestation  was  39,  and  the  number  of  premises  involved 
62.  Primary  inspection  revealed  that  55  of  the  premises  concer mod 
wore  infested.  There  was  no  evidence  to  support  the  complaints  of 
any  infestation  in  the  remainder. 

Infestation  at  the  ^rangj  Park  and  Grange  Lane  ^states  reached 
a fairly  high  dogreo,  following  the  commencement  on  the  construction 
of  now  houses  on  those  estates.  This  matter  has  received  the 
constant  attention  of  your  Solitary  Officers,  and  I can  safely  st  te 
that  the  infestation  has  boon  reduced  to  minor  proportions. 

During  the  year  two  sower  maintenance  treatments  wore  carried 
out,  ono  in  May  and  the  other  in  December.

VERM I NOD S PREMI SES . 

L few  complaints  wo ro  received  during  the  yoar  in  connoctio: 
with  infestations  by  bugs,  floas  and  cockroaches. 

Disinfestation  of  premises  and  articles  was  carried  out  by 
applications  of  Zaldccido/DDT . or  Gammoxano  dust  D.034  with 
excellent  results. 

In  all  cases  revisits  were  made,  and  when  found  necessary 
further  treatment  carried  out,  to  ensure  that  the  promises  concerned 
were  free  from  vermin.

These  figures , generally,  compare  unfavourably  with  those  of 
the  past  two  years.  3 6}o  of  the  total  samples  taken  failing  to 

pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  ^ost. 
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Some  concern  is  still  felt  regarding  the  high  percentage  of 
unsatisfactory  samples  of  Tuberculin  tested  Milk,  although  the 
result  is  a slight  improvement  upen  the  previous  year. 

The  quantity  of  ''Heat-Treated"  milk  sent  into  the  area  •.  ppears 
to  bo  on  the  increase.  This  milk  comes  from,  C.W.S.  Stockfield,  and 
Dried  Milk  Trodu cts , n6r thallerton . Some  trouble  was  encountered 
during  August  with  souring  of  this  milk,  and  the  matter  was  taken 
up  with  the  ^roa  Milk  Officer,  .following  this  action,  the  position 
was  slightly  improved. 

Every  effort  is  made,  and  will  continue  to  be  nado  to  ensure 
that  milk  retailed  within  this  area  is  of  a satisfactory  keeping 
quality.  Copies  of  Laboratory  re  per  ts  on  all  samples;  of  milk  are 
forwarded  to  producers,  and -dairymen,  and  in  the  case  of  unsatis- 
factory samples,  to.  Local  authorities  in  whose  area,  the  milk  has 
been  produced.
